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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the inclusion of "one or more processors" into claim 46 would overcome the rejection under 35 (JSC 101, 
however a rejection under 35 USC 112, second paragraph would need to be made, since the claim lacks the structural relationship between 
the processors and the claimed "means", such that it cannot be ascertained from the scope of the claim how the "processors" are utilized in 
the "apparatus".. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues, in substance, that Conta is devoid of any determining steps to create a new enapsulation or decapsulation chain. THe 
Examiner disagrees. One of ordinary skill would clearly understand that these "chains" must be created from somewhere. As stated in the 
Final Rejection, an ecapsulation and decapsulation chain must inherently be created in order to to establish communications via the tunnel. 
Based on the endpoint type (i.e. transmit interface, receive interface, bidirection interface) this determines whether or not an encapsulation 
or decapsulation chain would be created (i.e. a transmit interface would not create a receive interface, etc.). This clearly demonstrates that 
some determination must occur in order for the interfaces to be created, and therefore meets the claimed limitation.
